Several premiums were 
tahen, the exhibit attracted the 
attention of people from every part 
of this country, and never in the 
State’s history had there been sent 
out to the world so favorable an ad- 
vertisement for life in the sagebrush 
country. Even after the la of 
two years a Nevadan traveling in 
the Kast, as the writer well knows, 
hears compliments for the Carson 
Ladies’ Art Association from thow 
who visited the World’s Fair at 
New Orleans. 

The writer will not attempt to 
describe the exhibits of squashes, 
—— pumpkins, agricultural 
mplements, mercantile goods 
and similar things; nor can the 
writer give any adequate idea of 
the art displays. From floor to gal- 
lery the walls are decorated with 
flags, festooned with draperies and 
besutified with natural and artifi- 
cial flowers.
